WHAT IS PLANNING? 

The concept of a planned com- 
munity environment is not new. 
For many centuries man has 
sought to meet the problems cre- 
ated by the congregating of groups 
of people through some kind of 
plan. os 

Nearly every city in this coun- 
ing of a plat showing a proposed 
layout of streets and alleys, city 
boundaries, public squares and 
other physical conditions. Some 
of the early founders had rather 
optimistic ideas about the future 
of the centers of population they 
were creating, as evidenced by the 
land areas included in the original 
plat. 

Sometimes, the dreams failed fo 
materialize and even now many 
communities have subdivisions 
with plats showing 25 feet lots, left 
over from early building booms. 
Other communities did prosper, 
outgrowing the original platted 
area, but there was a significant 
japse in the planning process from 


other than population growth. Cit- 


relatively stable in size or actual- 
ly decline in population still must 
address themselves to the ques- 
tion of preserving those things that 
contribute to a satisfying living 
environment; adjusting to chang- 
ing conditions that occur as a re- 
sult of internal or external influ- 
ences; or changing those things 
that call for change. The problem 
of furnishing services in a com- 
munity with a declining economic 


try had its beginning with the fil-}base and population can be just - 


as acute as those that are appar- 
ent in a growing metropolis. 

While community survival is 
possible if services and facilities 
are acquired on a hit-or-miss bas- 
is, experience has shown that long 
range planning helps to assure 
more certain and more orderly 
development at Tess cost to public 
and private interests. 

It becomes difficult to provide 
necessary services to areas in this 
situation and over a period of 
time haphazard development con- . 
tributes to an increase in fire loss- 
es, tax levels, crime rates with 
the associated social costs, and 
eventually to deterioration of the 
living environment.
